We feel that we have been
successful in accomplishing our goal by providing activities that promote high
academic achievement. Among these activities are Reading Recovery, Accelerated
Reader, Touch Math, writing projects, and Thinking Maps. Through a standards-
based curriculum, our students are challenged to achieve to their fullest potential.

Faculty members at MES strive to follow best teaching practices based on current
educational research. Teachers improve their skills through involvement in the SC
Reading Initiative, Readiness Assessment training, Science kit training, and other
courses and workshops. To further enhance academics, MES has integrated technology
into the curriculum with internet accessed classrooms and a full time computer lab
instructor. With our computer network system, students are allowed to participate
in the Accelerated Reader program within their own classroom. We also strive to
meet the physical and emotional needs of each child by providing health screenings,
corrective dental work, Mental Health Care, and a strong guidance curriculum.
